The Carnegie-Illinois Steel Cor- 
poration, largest subsidiary of the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
made the price advance, effective 
immediately, two days after order- 
ing a 10-cent-an-hour pay raise for 
the workers under an agreement 
with John L. Lewis’ Committee for 
Industrial Organization. 

The announcement came while 
the company’s so-called ‘company 
union” was preparing for a show- 
down with Lewis’ forces for. lead- 
ership of the men in the mills.

Contention over sections of the John 
A. White park to be purchased first 
by the city and county is holding up 
the deal, it was revealed yesterday. 

Dr. O. E. Collum, owner of the 
land sought by the city and county, 
yesterday said he would refuse to sell 
his property unless the city agrees to 
buy the plots of land he designates 
before the section containing the club- 
house is purchased.

50,000. In. order to make the city’s 
purchase legal, it was agreed that one- 
tenth of the Collum land would be 
bought outright each year, because no 
one council can bind another. 

City officials agreed and planned 
to buy in 1938 a plot of the golf 
course lying adjacent to the four golf 
holes now owned by the city. 

Collum yesterday asserted he would 
not sell in the manner wished by the 
city and designated four plots not con- 
nected with the city’s property which 
he said must be bought before he 
would relinquish the section on which 
the city built the golf clubhouse sev- 
eral years ago. There are 10 plots of 
equal value to be purchased in the 
10-year payment plan. 

Savage and Simons are to determine 
the advisibility and legality of Col- 
lum’s plan.

[THOUSAND FACE DEATH 


N RED ASSASSNATION 


150 Have Been Executed 
Already for Murder of 
One Man. 


MOSCOW, March 4.—(4)—Never 
in modern history has so much hu- 
man blood been spilled in avenging the 
denth of one man, Moscow observers 
believe,. as in the sensational murder 
of Sergei Kiroff. 

When an assassin killed Kiroff at 
Leningrad December 1, 1934, he was 
not a very prominent figure. 

Since then, however, 150 official 
executions have taken place as a di- 
rect outgrowth of the assassination. 
Jails hold 23 other persons confined 
for the maximum term of 10 years. 
Forty-nine more were banished to 
concentration.camps and 29 exiled to 
Siberia. 

And that is only the beginning of 
what some observers icture as a 
heavy cloud over the Soviet’s future. 

Several hundred persons—perhaps 
several thousand—are under arrest 
tonight and awaiting trial] as the re- 
sult of direct or indirect ramifica- 
tions of Kiroff’s death, Many of 
these seem almost certain to await 
only the firing squad. 

These tolls do not include persons 
reported secretly executed just after 
the crime. . 

It is believed the blood purge since 
Kiroff’s assassination was because 
Joseph Stalin had made him a favor- 
ite, possibly had selected him as his 
own successor. 

Kiroff. then 45, was head of the 
Communist party in Leningrad. 

The actual slayer, an unknown 
civi! employe. Eonid Nikolayeff, was 
among the first executed. A total 
of 117 men were shot in the first 45 
days following the crime.

TEXTILE CONCLAVE 
IS VOTED $15,000 


Troup Will Hold Interna- 
tional Parley in Wash- 


ington Next Month. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—(P)— 
The house voted a $15,000 appropri- 
ation today to defray expenses of the 
international labor office at an in- 
ternational textile conference to be 
held here in April. Senate action 
still is necessary. 

Representative Woodrum, Demo- 
crat, Virginia, told the house of rep- 
resentatives all textile producing na- 
tions would attend. He said it was 
“proper that this sick industry” 
should have a conference to see what 
might be done to cure its ills. 


Asserting it was “the desire of all

J ustices. 


A supreme. court vebinigions bill 
which passed the state senate yester- 
day would apply te four of the six 
Georgia supreme ‘court justices. 

They are Chief Justice, Richard B. 
Russell Sr., of Winder, and Justices 
Marcus W. Beck, of Jackson; Samuel 


C. Atkinson, of Brunswick, and John 
B. Hutcheson, of Jonesboro. 

The bil] did not provide for the re- 
tirement: of judges of the court of 
appeals, this feature having been 
stricken in a substitute measure of- 
fered by President Spivey and Sena- 
tor David 8S. Atkinson, which was 
adopted instead of the. original bill. 

The bill, which went to the house 
after senate adoption, provides for 
the retirement of justices who reach 
70 years of age after serving 10 years. 
Two-thirds pay would be awarded 
them for life. 

The retired appellate court ment- 
bers would be appointed to an “ad- 
visory appellate council” with “emeri- 
tus” standing. 

Georgia at present ‘does not provide 
for pensioning judges. Retirement 
would be entirely voluntary with the 
judges. 

The “appellate advisory council” 
would consult with the supreme court 
and court of appeals on rules of prac- 
tice and administrative work, and 
would consult with the attorneys gen- 
eral on legal matters upon request. 

Superior court service would be con- 
sidered in figuring the 10 years, 

The supreme court justices not 
eligible for retirement under the bill 
are Justice R. C. Bell. of Cairo, 57, 
and Justice W. F. Jenkins, of Eaton- 
ton,

off the extra fat which is in the pan 
and replace ham in oven. Basge fre- 
quently with current jelly which has 
been mixed with an equal amount of 
hot water. When nicely browned 


(about 45 minutes) remove from oven. 
The drippings in the pan make an 
excellent gravy. Allow 2 tablespoons 
flour to each 3 tablespoons fat; blend 
and add 1 cup water for each 2 table- 
spoons flour used. 

Baked Ham, Southern Style. 

Immerse ham in boiling liquid com- 
posed of half cider, and half water. 
Keep the liquid at the simmering tem- 
perature until done (about 25 minutes 
per pound) there should be no move- 
ment in the water, no bubbling. After 
cooking, if you can allow the ham to 
remain in the cider-water over night, 
it will gain much more flavor. Re- 
move it from the liquid, then lift off 
the skin. With the blunt side of a 
knife, mark the fat into ps 
shapes, then pat on a liberal coating of 
brown sugar mixed with cinnamon and 
a little mustard. Then stick whole 
cloves into the middle of each diamond 
and place in hot oven to make a delic- 
ious brown crust. 

Ham Leftovers (Croquettes). 

Two cups ground cook ham, 4 eggs 
(hard-cooked—chopped), bread crums, 
egg, 1 egg, 1-2 cup flour, 1-2 cup milk. 

Combine all ingredients and form 
into croquettes. Dip in bread crumbs, 
then in beaten egg and again in bread 
crumbs. Fry 3 or 4 minutes in deep 
fat, until golden brown.

Senator Minton Hails Roosevelt 
For His Victory Over Depression 


Indiana Senator Speaks at 


Democratic Victory Dinner 


Here, Attended by More Than 500 Leaders; Court 
Controversy Called ‘Quibbling.’ 


The victory celebrated last night by 
the Democratic party over the nation 
was not only a victory at the polls 
but also a victory over the greatest 
depression ever to strike down Amer- 
ica, United States Senator Sherman 
Minton, of Indiana, told more than 
500 leaders of Georgia Democracy 
at Atlanta’s dinner, for which. the 
party followers paid $10 a plate. 

Senator Minton, Indiana’s junior 
representative in the uppér branch 
of congress, called it a series of vic- 
tories, listing one after one the 
achievements of the .Roosevelt admin- 
istration and declaring that the pres- 
ent president would go down in his- 
tory as the “most peerless leader” of 
all time, 


Speaking extemporaneously, the 
senator touched only briefly on the 
supreme court controversy, calling 
the furore over the President’s most 
recent major proposal “quibbling.” 
He is one of the strongest supporters 
of the proposal, opposed by Senator 
Walter F. George, of Georgia. 


Rivers Presides. 
The dinner last night was presided 
over by Governor Rivers with Alex 
MecDougald, chairman of the Atlanta 
Victory Dinner, in charge’ of ar- 
rangements. Cam D. Dorsey, state 
chairman of the Victory Dinner com- 
mittee, a occupied a prominent 
place on the speaker’s stand. 
Senator Minton, a forceful speak- 
er, declared that the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration had proved a succession 
of victories, any one of which merited 
celebration. 
“The very first day our great Pres- 
ident took office, four years ago to- 
day, he scored one of his greatest 
victories when he banished fear from 
the millions of unem- 
ployed and the thousands of business- 
men and bankers who he found fac- 
ing ruin,” he asserted. “To carry 
out his promise he reached down in 
the treasury of the United States and 
handed out money in order that busi- 
ness might be restored.” 
The senator declared that the 
Roosevelt program of insuring bank- 
ing deposits. was one of the greatest 
achievements of his administration. 
“If the President. never did any 
more than that he merits the eternal 


gratitude of every one of us here,” 
he said. — 
Senators Praised. 

Senator Minton was high in his 
raise of Senator George and Senator 
Richard B. Russell Jr., dnd lauded 
them for their part in helping the 
President put over his program. 

“My association with them in the 
senate has made me feel just what an 
important part of that body your sen- 
stors are,” he added.

“My Dear Governor: The Insti- 
tute of Cottonseed Oil Foods, Inc., a 
national organization, through its 
executive secretary, Earl 8S. Haines, 
of Atlanta, has just called my atten- 
tion to Senate Bill No. 150, by Sen- 
ator Husted, of Iowa. 

“This is a bill which places an in- 
spection fee and an excise tax of 5 
cents per pound on all substitutes for 


\lard offered for sale in your state. 


“We feel that this is a discrim- 
inating levy inasmuch as we do not 
have, nor contemplate, any such ex- 
cise tax on lard and other products 
of your state, or any other state. 

“Please do what you can to see 
that farmers of our state are not dis- 
criminated against. Cottonseed oil, 
peanuts and the like are among our 
most important crops.” 

Text of Resolution. 
Senator Phillips’ resolution fol- 
ows: 

“Whereas, cottonseed oil represents 
more than one-half of the total value 
of cottonseed and constitutes approxi- 
mately 10 per cent of the value to 
southern farmers of their entire cot- 
ton crop, and 

“Whereas, Georgia normally pro- 
duces over 150,000, pounds of cot- 
tonseed oil annually, and : 

“Whereas, the principal market out- 
let for cottonseed oil ie shortening, of 
which 1,554,000,000 pounds were pro- 
duced in 1936 and 1,543,000,000 
pounds in 1935, and 

“Whereas, any legislation designed 
to curtail the production and con- 
sumption of shortening will great! 
depress the price of cottonseed whic 
is one of the chief money crops of 
Georgia and the south, therefore 
“Be it resolved by the senate, the 
house of ‘representatives concurring: 
“1. That we have heard with great 
regret that the Iowa legislature is 


seriously considering the imposition 
of a prohibitive tax of 5 cents a pound 
on shortening by the enactment of 
Senate Bill 150 introduced in the 
Iowa senate February 10, 1937, by 
Senator Husted; 

“2 That we feel that his’ repre- 
sents in effect a tariff on or embargo 
against the chief food product of the 
south and that this type of legisla- 
tion is unfair and violates one of the 
fundamental principles on which this 
nation has been built.” 

" That we apprehend that this 
measure if enacted will bring about 
serious friction between the farmers 
of the south and the middlewest and 
divide forces which should be united 
in a struggle to restore the agricul- 
ture of the nation to a sound basis; 

“4. That we respectfully plead 
that the legislature of Iowa refuse 
to pass Senate Bill 150 which pro 
poses to levy an excise tax of 5 cents 
a pound upon each pound of short- 
ening, other than Jard, sold or offered 
for sale in the state of Iowa, and 

“Be it further resolved, that a copy 
of this resolution be addressed to 
the Governor of Iowa with the re- 
quest that it be placed by him before 
the senate and house of representa- 
tives of the state of Iowa, and 

But it further resolved, that true 
copies of this resolution be distributed 
to the news services to the end that 
due publicity may be given to the 
fact that members of the 1937 general 
assembly of Georgia look with - dis- 
favor upon any attempt to levy a 
prohibitive tax upon a wholesome food 
product that represents as does short- 
ening a major outlet for the principal 
seed crop of the southern farmers.”

“Their enthusiasm and response to 
the visit of President Roosevelt show- 
ed quite definitely this change of atti- 
tude, and the conference accomplish- 
ed much good. There can be no doubt 
it laid the foundation for Increase 
of trade, and a vast exchange of raw 
products with the manufactured prod- 
ucts of. this country.” 

Returning to current problems of 
our own nation, Mr. Sibley told of a 
recent visit to the White House, dur- 
ing which President Roosevelt told 
him unfair employers,.or ‘“‘chiselers,” 
should be reached by legislation be- 
cause the fair employers could not do 
their own policing.” 

“The President said that he was 
of the opinion that laws could 
written that would be entirely con- 
stitutional by which minimum wages 
and hours of work could be establish- 
ed, not on a rigid national basis, but 
for particular industries or geographi- 
cal areas, and by which child labor 
could be abolished,”’ Mr. Sibley con- 
tinued. 

Better Balance Sought. 

“He hopes to bring about a better 
balance of production and consump- 
tion. 

“Businessmen must decide if they 
want the federal government to take 
over powers hitherto regulated by the 
states.” 

‘In this connection, Mr. Sibley cited 
the Jones-Laughlin Steel Company 
case, saying: 

“The government has contended 
that a steel company producing its 
ore in one state, its limestone in an- 
other and its coal in another, bring- 
ing them together in a plant where, 
after a series of processes and opera- 
tions, steel products emerge, to be sold 
in other states, is a single enterprise 
of national, not local, character. 

“According to this theory, there is 
throughout, from ore mine to ware- 
house, a stream of interstate com- 
merce. The government argues, there- 
fore, that federal control can reach 
any part of the operations, since in- 
terruption at any point would affect 
the interstate flow. 

“If such a theory were to prevail, 
the major industries of the country 
would all pass under federal regula- 
tion.” 

Praises Supreme Court. 

Mr. Sibley then told of recently at- 
tending a dinner in Washington 
where the justices and chief justice 
of the supreme court were gathered, 
praised their keenness and clarity of 
mind, and referred to the President's 
proposed judiciary reform by quoting 
a formal resolution adopted by the 
national chamber in 1928:

Larsen said most of the bootlegging 
is effected by independent truckers 
purchasing gasoline in adjoining 
states, having it consigned to ficti- 
tious Georgia concerns, and then sgell- 
ing it wherever possible at prices far 
below the amount a tax-paying dis- 
tributor could afford. 

The act would prevent delivery of 
gasoline or other taxed petroleum 
products to retialers between 9 p. m. 
and 5 a, m. 

Passage by the senate of a bill to 
retire aged supreme court justices on 
two-thirds pay was one of the chief 
accomplishments of the Georgia legis- 
lature yesterday. 

A number of minor measures were 
hastened thorngh the senate during 
the lull in the consideration of admin- 
istration-sponsored proposals follow- 
ing the clamping down of a rule limit- 
ing each member to-10 minutes of de- 
bate on any amendment. 

Seven Appointees. 

Seven appointees of Governor Riy- 
ers were given senate approval dur- 
ing the day. They were: 

Chairman W. L. Miler and Com- 
missioners Jim L. Gillis and Herman 
H. Watson, of the new highway com- 
mission; T. Grady Head, of Ring- 
gold, as‘a member of the state rev- 
ente commission to succeed Watson; 
A. L. Miller and J. L. Cowart 
judge. and solicitor, respectively, of 
the city court of Morgan, and Colquitt 
Finley as judge of the city court of 
Cartersville. 

The senate move to tighten down on 
speech making by limiting debate on 
amendments was proposed by Floor 
Leader David S. Atkinson. It brought 
forth a brief, but spirited, debate led 
by Senators Lindsay, James J. Flint 
and G. Y. Harrell. It passed 19 to 12. 

_A senate rule adopted at the begin- 
ning of the session is now in effect 
limiting debate on a bill itself to 3 
minutes for each member who desires 
to speak. 

_ Atkinson said the 10-minute limita- 
tion on amendments was a ‘“tempo- 
rary” measure brought on by the 
pressure of business during the re- 
maining three weeks of the session. 

Co-operation Bill Passed. 

The senate passed unanimously a 
house bill setting up a “Georgia state 
commission on interstate co-opera- 
tion.” - 

It would be composed of five senate 
members headed by the president, five 
house. members headed by the speaker 
and five statehouse officers including 
the comptroller general, attorney gen- 
eral, secretary of state and two oth- 
ers appointed by the Governor. 

A minor amendment necessitated the 
measure going back to the house. 

The senate passed unanimously a 
measure providing that a person bor- 
rowing more than 10 per cent of a 
bank’s capital and surplus must give 
certain security for the loan. 

A measure to raise the prison com- 
missioners salary from $3,500 to 
$5,000 annually was set as a special 
order of senate business for today. 
The senate postponed until Tuesday a 
measure-to regulate private banking. 

The senate passed a house resolu- 
tion by Representative Evans, of Me- 
Duffie county, designating a route 
from “Rabun Gap to Tybee Light’ 
as the Thomas E. Watson highway. 


{A senate amendment ‘would provide 
that the section of the route running 


through Rabun county be known also 
as the Logan BF. Bleckley highway aft- 
er the late Judge Bleckley. 

The Watson highway route runs 
through Clayton, Cornelia, Gaines- 
ville, Buford, Buckhead. Atlanta, 
Jonesboro, Griffin, Barnesville, For- 
syth, Macon, Milledgeville, Thomson, 
Augusta, Waynesboro, Mijlen, Savan- 
nah.and Tybee. 

The senate also passed two house 
bills requiring the registration of feed 
stuffs with the commissioner of agri- 
culture on blanks furnished by him 
and fixing penalties for selling mouldy 
or damaged feedstuffs. 

Atlanta Bill Passed. 

A bill by Millican, of Atlanta, pass- 
ed the senate to require the revenue 
commission to look after delinquent 
state taxes on tangible and intangible 
personal property. It goes to the house. 

A bill by Senator Chason, of Don- 
alsonville, raising the salary of Dr. 
.. F. Abercrombie, director of the 
State Health Department, from $5,000 
to $6,000 a year passed the senate and 
will go to the house. Another senate 
bill passed was by Pope, of Cairo, to 
regulate and license photographers. 

A house committee reported out fav- 
orably a bill to permit horse racing 
and pari-mutuel betting in Georgia. 
Another house committee gave ap- 
proval to a proposal to construct a 
$150,000 law building for the courts 
and the attorney general. 

A bill designed by its sponsor to 
prevent a repetition of Governor Tal- 
madge’s action in ousting all five 
public service commissioners in 1933 
passed the senate 30-0 yesterday. 

Introduced by Senator David 8. At- 
kinson, of Savannah, the measure 
would require a hearing before a 
three-man council composed of the 
Governor, the chief justice of the su- 
preme court and the chief judge of the 
court of appeals. The measure -must

Therefore, to enlist the aid of promi- | 
nent Atlantans to help him battle ever- | 
increasing crime, the mayor says) 
“they should see it for themselves.” | 

“Historical societies and civic organ- 
izations urge us to learn more about 
places of beauty and interest,” says | 
Hartsfield. “1 want Atlantans to 
know more about the places they con- 
sider taboo. 

“If those who-live on the top side 
would do more prowling they would 
swing heartily into our fight againet | 
undesirable characters and places,” he | 
declared. ' 

He recommended that prominent | 
persons visit the sections of the city 
where their cooks and servants reside 
“to see how the other half lives.” 

Often Mayor Hartsfield rides alone 
in his car late at night through the 
city’s slum districts and often he 


goes into the dives and joints to see 
for himself what is going on. 


If. what he sees is not for the good 
of the community, it’s a pretty sure 
bet the license to sell beer and wine 
or to run the business will be re- 
voked by the police committee at its 
next session. 

Hartsfield revealed recently that 
he knew exactly the type of habit- 
ues of a certain sandwich place sell- 
ing wine and beer. 

“Why they are thugs,” he declared.

THE NRA REPORT 
What President Roosevelt de- 
scribes as ‘“‘the first adequate sur- 


vey by an impartial group of the, 


entire work” of the NRA has just 
been sent by him to congress to 
serve as the basis for legislation 
now quite definitely in the offing. 
The report, signed by four experts 
who are not connected with the 
government, is a balance sheet, as 
it were, of failures and achieve- 
ments that must be set down as 
making up the main account of the 
experiment invalidated by the su- 
preme court in May, 1935. 

The NRA succeeded, it is set 
forth, in spreading work, increas- 
ing total wage distribution, enlarg- 
ing the pay of workers, stigmatizing 
child labor, gaining public’ support 
for the principle of freedom of 
labor, helping materially in dispel- 
ling the fear which strangled enter- 
prise during those darkest days of 
the depression. No one can rea- 
sonably quarrel with this citation 
of benefits. 

But, by the same token, no one 
can quarrel with the disclosure of 
the other side of the picture— 
that any program of a similar na- 
ture which may now be instituted 
should have more definite stand- 
ards than the old»NRA had, and 
that “NRA attempted to cover more 
ground and at a greater speed than 
could possibly be covered effective- 
ly, and its whole program was col- 
ored by this fact and by other facts 
closely akin to it.” 

“Both management and_ labor 
went too far,”’ the report continues, 
“with the result that many imprac- 
ticable and unenforceable provisions 
were put into the codes to the det- 
riment of the more worth-while pro- 
visions. ... If controls of the NRA 
type are to be tried again, the ex- 
perience indicates that the attempt 
should be limited to a few impor- 
tant industries, in order that proper 
standards of investigation and ade- 
quate supervision may be main- 
tained.” 

This is constructive criticism 
that will be confirmed by the com- 
mon sense of the country. It may 
have seemed necessary, during an 
emergency, to go about the work- 
ing out of NRA policies in such a 
haphazard and sweeping fashion. 
But the plan collapsed of its own 
weight on that very account. The 
whole life and business of the na- 
tion do not have to be regimented 
in order to improve conditions for 
the reduction of unemployment, the 
maintenance of fair trade practices, 
the emancipation of labor from the

If the court approves the prin- 
ciple of collective bargaining as laid 
down in the Wagner law, it is like- 
ly that congress will be asked to 
enlarge the field of action of the 
Labor Relations Board, thereby giv- 
ing form and substance to what 
have come to be known as the Pres- 
ident’s intentions with respect to 
the protection of organized labor. 

One thing is certain—that the 
country is fully convinced that any 
attempt to regiment American busi- 
ness in normal times will be both 
unwise and unsuccessful. The ex- 
treme step of the NRA may have 
served a good purpose as an emer- 
gency move to speed the return

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OUR ODD SITUATION 

It would appear that nothing the 
United States does is satisfactory to 
some nations of the world. The 
principal thing that rankles several 
European countries is that we will 
not cancel their war debts, nor lend 
them money for commercial and in- 
dustrial uses while they spend all 
they can corral in increasing arma- 
ment and preparing for a war some 
time in the future. 

Taking note of the warlike prep- 
arations of the principal powers of 
the world, the United States is 
spending a large sum in augment- 
ing its navy, aerial war craft and 
armament for land forces. The rea- 
son for this is sound—the United 
States must keep pace with other 
nations so as not to become. weak 
from a war standpoint, and thus a 
possible future victim of some 


|greedy power. 


While Japan is now spending the 
largest amount in her history in 
armament, some of the jingoistic 
military party leaders view our ac- 
tion with alarm, declaring it is a 
positive menace to future peace in 
the Pacific ocean territory. This 
despite the well-known policy of 
the United States not to interfere 
in Japanese affairs unless they 
start encroaching upon our rights. 
The Japanese jingoes are evidently 
hard put to it for thunder when 
they have to resort to such argu- 
ments in the effort to secure larger 
appropriations for the army and 
navy. 

Our outlay for rearmament is 
also objected to by Germany, the 
Nazi-controlled press asserting that 
it threatens world economic recov- 
ery. Yet for the past three years 
| Germany has been spending every 
jcent it could rake and scrape in 
‘building a huge war machine. 

Having repudiated confession of 
causing the World War, Germany 
is taking no chances on being 
blamed for the next European holo- 
caust. Nazi propagandists are al- 
ready pointing out that if a war 
eventuates it will not be the reich’s 
fault, but that of other nations, be- 
cause they will not grant her what 
She demands. Of course, Germany 
does not want war if she can ob- 
tain what she wants by bluffing. 

For many months Hitler and his 
propagandists have been stressing 
the need for colonies, and propos- 
ing return of those taken from her 
by the Versailles treaty, but it is 
known that she would not object 
to taking over the African posses- 
sions of Belgium and Portugal, if 
such a plan could be negotiated. 
Hitler’s past record has been one 
of surprises when he. decided to 
flaunt his contempt of treaties and 
what other signatories thought of 
his actions. If he fails to. bluff 
Britain and France into acceding to 
his request for return of the lost 
colonies, he may spring another of 
his sudden moves.

One for lightning calculators: I 
wager $1 to 1 cent with a thousand 
persons, as they come, that they have 
not had all the vitamin B the body 
requires today. One per cent of them 
collect. How much do I win or lose? 
If you can answer this without hesi- 
tation or prolonged use of pencil and 
paper, please file my application as a 
customer—I’]l want you to take care 
of my income tax report. 

To show there is nothing tricky 
about it, let us assume as actepted 
that the average adult needs 30 units 
of vitamin B for each 100 calories 
of food, or if the average days in- 
take of food is 2,750 calories the daily 
requirement of vitamin B would be 
approximately 825 units. e Brit- 
ish army ration yields 4,000 calories 
and 700 to 800 units of vitamin B. 
This has been found sufficient.to pro- 
tect British soldiers against beriberi 
in the tropics. The ration for a week 
is as follows: 28

While such a ration, yielding 20 
units of vitamin B per hundred cal- 
ories, may prevent manifest beriberi 
(polyneuritis, multiple neuritis) it is 
not adequate to keep one in fine fet- 
tle, to maintain the normal “tone” of 
the eating muscle, the muscular wall 
of the entire alimentary tract, which 
is so important in all stages of the 
digestive process. Nor does it keep 
the nerves and nervous tissues in opti- 
mal physiological condition. Nor does 
it maintain the vigor of the heart 
muscle and the muscle coat of the 
arteries in top vigor, and the nutri- 
tion of the muscle of circulation is of 
vital importance. We are thinking 
now. not merely of preventing out- 
spoken disease, but rather of promot- 
ing vite, if you know what that 
means, Health plus, better than aver- 
age physical condition, resiliency, nat- 
ural immunity, pep, vitality, it, fit or 
call it what you like. 

One of the best authorities on nu- 
trition, Sherman, believes that rein- 
forcement of the ordinary diet with 
more than the ordinary amounts of 
vitamins and minerals would produce 
well-being far superior to what we 
now enjoy.

It hits all the legislators whose names have been mentioned for appoint- 
ment, Senate Leader Robinson, Minton, Norris and the others who voted 
for the retirement pay law, as well as Senator Hiram Johnson, who voted 
against it, and Senator Wagner, who was absent.

So, to escape the 
jurisdiction of the New York commis- 
sion, Schmeling went to Cleveland to 
fight Stribling. and knocked him out. 
He thus picked up an extra purse be- 
fore his return bout with the man 
who had handled him so roughly the 
first time. So. in the matter of sports- 
manship, to say nothing of the matter 
of gratitude to the commission which 
had put the title in the ring by dic- 
tatorial order, Schmelings record pre- 
sents an almost exact precedent for 
the course which he now denounces in 
Braddock’s case, 


Obviously, Schmeling, 
having beaten Joe 
Louis, is more danger- 
ous than Louis. So 
Braddock wants to fight Louis first 
for the same reasons that Schmeling 
found Stribling out of turn. Braddock, 
a poor man who was on relief a few 
years ago, wants to make a little 
money out of the title, and, like 
Schmeling in Cleveland, reckons that 
his superior know-how will bring him 
through all right to meet Schmeling 
later for another good purse. 
According to the ethics, if any, of 
the prizefight business that is all right.

But we, for one, are 
unable to enjoy the letters that come 
to us in denunciation of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s opponents, accusing them of bad 
logic, bad faith, bad manners, denying 
the honesty of their opposition, and 
identifying them all with the point of 
view that belonged to the American 
Liberty league in the last campaign. 
It is true that some of the President’s 
opponents now are people who have 
zlways hated him and who have em- 
ployed every weapon against him that 
came to hand, discovering in their 
hate a love for “states rights” and the 
constitution they had never known 
before. It is true that others among 
his opponents are ones who have been 
forced to give him a lip service they 
did not like and who are happy now 
that political expediency lets them 
attack him. 

But it is also true that many a 
sincere friend to the President and 
his philosophy is persuaded of a dan- 
gerous immorality in what he proposes 
and is sick at heart. We know too 
many people in this classification to 
hear with any pleasure the bitter 
things that are being said to us against 
those who are not on our side. 


Our friend, Editor Lathan, of the 
Asheville Citizen, thinks us dogmatic 
in our manner of eaying we do not 
believe a moral issue is involved in 
the President’s proposal. Well, we 
are dogmatic enough in admiration 
and affection for Robert Lathan to 
take to heart any adjective he sees fit 
to apply against us. If he says we are 
dogmatic, it is quite likely that we are. 
We shall try, when next we affirm 
our belief that the court proposal is 
not immoral, to limit the affirmation 
with a careful reference to our pos- 
sible error and to surround it with 
whatever arguments we can remuster. 


From Richard Hail Brown, Bir- 
mingham~ attorney and _ Liberty 
Leaguer, comes an opinion that we are 
“dishonest” when we say there is no 
such check upon the supreme court 
by the other arms of government as 
there is upon the President and the 
congress. There are two checks, he 
says. One is that the supreme court 
members are appointed by the Presi- 
dent and confirmed by the upper house 
of congress. Another is that congress 
can submit a constitutional amend- 
ment. 

More politely, another Birmingham 
attorney, R. D. Gilliam Jr., makes the 
same point about a constitutional 
amendment. “This is the check the 
founding fathers intended,” he writes, 
“so that, while sudden departure from 
established methods would be prevent- 


d, ch desired by the people could

legislative arms are subject to check 
without going to the people for per- 


judiciary is not really one by the other 
arms but by the people, and after elab- 
orate and confusing process. As for 
Mr. Brown’s argument that the Presi- 
dent’s appointing power is a check 
upon the supreme court, there can be 
no check on something that hasn't 
happened. The “check” to which ref- 
erence is made is one on the exercise 


‘of power, not upon the selection of 


individuals who exert it. 


Robert Lathan has us so nervous 
about being dogmatic that we rush to 
explain our statement that there is 
no check on the judiciary. It ign’t 
our statement, really, and we are no 
authority. It’s just something we got 
from Mr. Justice Stone in the AAA 
case. Mr. Stone was very positive 
about there being no check on the 
judiciary. He is a pretty good lawyer, 
we are told.

AS NEW “DANGER ZONE.” 


LONDON, March 4.—(#)—Indefi- 
nite postponement of the deadline .>r 
an internafional naval and land patrol 
of Spain raised the question tonight 
whether diplomats would be able to 
isolate possibly graver dangers to 
peace elsewhere in Europe. 

Uppermost in many minds was 
Czechoslovakia where persistent re- 
ports say the German minority, pos- 
sibly with the help of Reichsfuehrer 
— Hitler, is planning an insurrec- 
tion. 

The international neutrality com- 
mittee announced the work of recruit- 
ing agents to guard the Hispano- 
Portuguese borders and ironing out 
details of the plan to embargo arms 
and men to the. Spanish combatants 
necessitated abandoning the Saturday 
midnight deadline. An attempt, it 
was said, would be made to establish 
the patrol March 20. 

New “Danger Zone.” 

The difficulties in localizing the 
Spanish civil war set observers to 
wondering what hope Europe might 
have should a new “danger zone,” 
Czechoslovakia, for instance, develp 
in the heart of Europe. 

Although Spain came to be regard- 
ed as a battle ground for a minia- 
ture war between Soviet Russia and 
Fascist Germany and Italy, its geo- 
grsphical posti'on at the extrenie 
southwest of Europe encouraged ef- 
forts to “keep the ring’ and let the 
Valencia and Burgos governments 
fight it out among themselves. 

Czechoslovakia, however, lies in the 
easiest path for either belligerent 
should Germany and Russia ever de- 
cide to fight and presents other grave 
difficulties for non-intervention. 

Russia and Germany would be in- 
terested in a Czechoslovakian strug- 
gle far more than one in Spain, for 
matters not only of prestige but also 
of vital military importance. 


TOLEDO RESIDENTS 

FLEE FROM ATTACK 

MADRID, March 4.—(UP)—Ter- 
rified civilians tonight fled Toledo— 
scene of the bloody siege of the Alca- 
zar—to escape Loyalist artillery bom- 
bardments and infantry attacks. 

The rebel garrison fought to retain 
control of the gshell-scarred city but 
war-weary civilians streamed away 
from the field of combat with hastily 
gathered possessions.

Procint Relations Lead to 
Misunderstandings, .Carpen- 
ter Avers at Hearing. 


Recommendation that the Fulton 
department of public welfare sever 
its relation with the WPA was made 
before the special relief investigation 
committee last night by Alderman 
Robert. Carpenter, who has led the 
fight against“ the administration ‘of 
city relief money by the county 
agency. 
Carpenter told the committee he 
thought that much of the difficulty 
the department finds itself in is 
caused by its agreement with the 
Works Progress Administration to 
certify employable workers for WPA. 

His view was borne out in the tes- 
timony of numerous new witnesses be- 
fore the investigating committee and 
by nearly 100 who testified at_ the 
public hearing Tuesday night. From 
the evidence gathered at the two ses- 
sions, it appeared that many wit- 
nesses complaining of relief adminis- 
tration blamed the department of pub- 
lic welfare of Fulton. county for not 
receiving work. and relief from the 
Ww 


Time Element Hit. 

Among other criticisms voiced last 
night were statements that “there is 
too long a time before emergency re- 
lief is given by the department after 
application is made at the ‘intake 
bureau,” 

Though the ‘department of public 
welfare giveg relief only to unemploy- 
ables. or those unable to work, the 
intake bureau interviews and inves- 


relief and for WPA work. Many of 
the witnesses apparently did not un- 
derstand this difference. 

In executive session, the committee 
heard from Alderman Oarpenter and 
Miss Elizabeth Ivey, city director of 
relief. Carpenter charged. again that 
too many negroes receive too much 
relief money while deserving white 
persons go without, and declared that 
the cost of administration is too high. 

Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, chairman 
of the committee, revealed that in an- 
swer to his letter, Kenneth E. Barn- 
hart, director of relief of Nashville 
Tenn., had stated the administration 
cost in Nashville is about 20 per cent 
of the amount «f money given for re- 
lief, while Gilliam said auditors fig- 
ured the cost of the Fulton depart- 
ment’s overhead was only about 8 per 


cent. 
ionate Load. 

Nashville's relief load compared 
with Atlanta’s in proportion to popu- 
lation but Barnhart said the state 
dcnated a percentage of the money. 

Carpenter said he was of the opin-| 
ion that Atlanta’s relief bill could be 
cut only a little but that the money 
is not being “properly distributed.” 

He recommended also that negro 
case investigators be replaced with 
white workers, and that “college grad- 
uate social workers are not neces- 
sary.” He-urged proper segregation of 
workers at the DPW headquarters 
and said he would “stop talk of 
race equality” in the department. 

He has.exhibited pictures showing 
whites and negroes working in the 
same rooms. 

D. J. Lee, of Georgia avenue, ap- 
peared again and said he knew a per- 
son receiving $100 a month pension 
from the federal government and $7 a 
week from the Fulton department of 
public: welfare. The man, Lee assert- 
ed, “has protested against the relief 
people giving him the $7 a week, tell- 
ing them to give it to people who 
need it.” But instead, Lee said, the 
case worker told the man, ‘‘You take 
it, everyone else is getting relief.” 

“Rootleggers Get Relief.” : 

A number of other witnesses said 
they knew of families. with several 
working at regular jobs who get relief 
from the DPW while an aged woman 
said she knew “bootleggers -who are 
getting relief money and are making 
whisky out of the sugar and meal the 
relief department gives them.” An 
old negro man said his case worker 
took his checks and wouldn't give them 
to him. He said also, in reply to the 
chairman’s question as to where he 
lived, that “I left my address at 
home.” 

Councilman Frank Wilson asked 
Carpenter, “Are you trying to get any- 
body else the job as director of relief 
at the Fulton department of public 
welfare?’ and the alderman replied in 
the negative. “I have not got any- 
thing personal against anybody,” he 
said. . 

The committee will hold another 
session soon. Gilliam invited commu- 
nications relating to charges of mis- 
management or fraud but pointed out 
that no more complaints at the amount 
of relief received will be heard.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—(AP)— 

The text of President Roosevelt’s 

ech at the Democratic “Victory 
r” here tonight follows: 

On this fourth of March, 1937, 
in millions of homes, the thoughts 
of American families are reverting to 
the March 4th of another year. That 
day in 1 represented the death 
of one era and the birth of another. 

At that time we faced and met a 
grave national crisis. Now we face 
another crisis—of a different kind 
but fundamentally even more grave 
than that of four years ago. 

onight I want to begin with you 
a discussion of that crisis. I shall 
continue that discussion on Tues- 
day night in a nation-wide broadcast 
and thereafter, from time to time, as 
may be necessary. For I propose to 
to follow my custom of speaking 
frankly to the nation concerning our 
common problems. 

I speak at this Victory dinner not 
only as the head of the Democratic 
party but as the representative of all 
Americans, who have faith in po- 
litical and economic democracy.

FREEDOM FO 
WON’T WAIT AT ALL 


The issue of slavery, for example, 
took at least 40 yearr-——two genera- 
tions—of -argument, discussion and 
futile compromise, before it came to 
a head in the tragic War Between 
the States. 

But economic freedom for the wage 
earner and the farmer and the small 
businessman will not wait, like eman- 
ecipation, for 40 years, It will not 
wait for four years. It will not wait 
at all. “ 

After the World War, there drose 
everywhere insistent demands upon 
government that human needs. be 
met. The unthinking, or those who 
dwell in the past, have tried to block 
them. i 
ént have recognized their innate jus- 
tice and irresistible pressure—and 
have sought to guide them. 

In some countries, a royalist form 
of government failed to meet these 
demands—and fell. In other coun- 
tries, a parliamentary form of gov- 
ernment failed to meet these demands 
—and fell. In still other countries 
governments have managed to hold 
on, but civil strife has flared or 
threats of upheaval persist. 

Democracy in many lands has fail- 
ed for the first time to meet human 
needs. People have .become so fed 
up with futile debate and party 
dickerings over methods that they 
have been willing to ‘surrender dem- 
ocratic processes and principles in 
order to get things done. They have 
forgotten the lessons of history that 
the ultimate failures of dictatorships 
cost humanity far more than any 
temporary failures of democracy. 


DEMOCRACY WON’T FALL 
PRESIDENT DECLARES. 


In the United States democracy 
has not yet failed and does not need 
to fail. And we propose not to let 
it fail! 

Nevertheless, I cannot tell you 
with complete candor that in these 
past few years democracy in the 
United States has fully succeeded. 
Nor can I tell you, under present 
circumstances, just where American 
democracy ‘is headed nor just what 
it is permitted to do in order to in- 
sure itg continued success and sur- 
vival. can only hope. 

For as yet there is'no definite 
assurance that the three-horse team 
of the American system of govern- 
ment -will pull together. If three 
well-matched horses are put to the 
task of ploughing up a field where 
the going is heavy, and the team of 
three pull as one, the field will be 
ploughed. If one horse lies down 
in the traces or plunges off in an- 
other direction, the field will not be 
ploughed. ee 

What you and I call the principles 
of the New Deal did not originate 
on the fourth of March, 1933. We 
think of that date as their beginning, 
because it was not until then that 
the social demands they represented 
broke through the inertia of many 
years of failure to improve our po- 
litical and economic processes, 

What were those demands and 
needs? How far did we succeed in 
meeting them? What about them to- 
day? 


YOU KNOW WHO VETOED 
AGRICULTURAL PROGRAM. 


Ever since the World War the 
farmers of America had been beat- 
ing off ever-mounting disasters. This 
administration tried to help them 
effectively where no other adminis- 
tration had dared to take that risk. 

The agricultural adjustment act 
testified to our full faith and confi- 
dence that the very nature of our 
major crops makes them articles of 
commerce between the states. 

The AAA testified also to our full 
faith and confidence that the preser- 
vation of sound agriculture is essen- 
tial to the general welfare—that the 
congress of the United States had 
full constitutional authority to solve 
the national economic problems of 
the nation’s ‘agriculture. By over- 
whelming votes, the congress thought 
so too!

Soon thereafter the nation was 
told pe a judicial pronunciamento 
that although the federal govern- 
ment had thus been rendered power- 
less to touch the problem of hours 
and wages, the states were equally 
helpless; and that it pleased the per- 
sonal economic predilections of a ma- 
jority of the court that we live in 
a nation where there is no legal 
power anywhere to deal with its 
most difficult practical problems—a 
no man’s land of final futility. 

Furthermore, court injunctions 
have paralyzed the neeinens which 
we created by the national labor 
relations act to settle great disputes 
raging in the industrial field, and, 
indeed, to prevent them from ever 
arising. We hope that this act may 
et escape final condemnation in the 

ighest court. But so far the atti- 
tude and language of the courts in 
relation to many other laws have 
made the legality of this. act also 
uncertain, and have encouraged cor- 
porations to defy rather than obey it.

But I defy anyone to read_ the 
opinions concerning AAA, the rail- 
road retirement act, the nationai 
recovery act, the Guffey coal act 
and the New York minimum wage 
law, and tell us exactly what, if 
anything, we can do for the indus- 
trial workers in this session of the 
congress with any reasonable cer- 
tainty that what we do will not be 
nullified as unconstitutional.

In three elections during the past 
five years great majorities have ap- 
proved what we are trying to do. 
To me, and I am sure to you, those 
majorities mean that the people them- 
selves realize the increasing urgency 
that we meet their needs now. Every 
delay creates risks of intervening 
events which make more and more 
difficult an intelligent, speedy, and 
democratic solution of our difficul- 
ties. 

As chief executive and as the head 
of the Democratic party, I am un- 
willing to take those risks—to the 
country and to the party—of post- 
poning one moment beyond :absolute 
necessity the time when we can free 
from legal doubt those policies which 
offer a progressive solution of our 
problem.

House debate on the administration's 
“big navy” appropriation bill brought 
demands today for a halt in the “mad 
armament race” and charges that Sec- 
retary of Labor Frances Perkins had 
delayed the current naval building 
program. 

Democratic leaders hope to pass and 
send to the senate tomorrow the meas- 
ure which appropriates $526,555,428 
for navy expenses during the fiscal 
year beginning July 1 and includes 
$130,000,000 to complete or start 
work on 81 new warships. 

Representative Hamilton Fish, Re- 
publican, New York, challenged Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to invite Great Brit- 
aia and Japan to an arms limitation 
conference here in opening opposition 
of a “small navy” bloc. 


“We have plunged into a mad race 
to build the biggest battleships and 
the mightiest fleets,” Fish snid, “and 
this administration hasn't done a 
thing in four years to head off war.” 

The attack on Secretary Perkins 
came from Chairman Carl Vinson, 
Democrat, Georgia, of the house naval 
affairs committee. He charged that 
her refusal to grant exemptions from 
Walsh-Healey act labor provisions to 
steel and copper manufacturers had 
“impaired national defense” by delay- 
ing naval construction. 

The navy appropriation, bill is the 
first half of the administgation's $1,-

The bill was referred to the com- 
mittee on the state of the republic, 
and was reported out of the commit- 
tee later in the day with unanimous 
upproval. 

President Roosevelt requested all 
governors last Saturday to set up such

five demonstration areas in Georgia,

1, 1937, no new soil conservation 
projects shall be established in any 
state that by that time has not passed 
such legislation.” 

The bill sets up a state committee 
composed of the director of the state 
agricultural extension service at 
Athens, the director of the Georgia 
experiment station at Griffin, and the 
director of the coastal plains experi- 
ment station, Tifton, to administer. 
Farmers would vote whether or not 
they wanted to set up a district, and 
then they would elect three district 
supervisors to work with two ap- 
pointed by the state committee to co- 
ordinate all soil conservation activi- 
ties in the district and to make use 
of all federal funds available. The 
bill carries no appropriation.

Is now preparing “Angel,” his next 
picture with Marlene Dietrich. “The 
story is half drama, half comedy, and 
has the terrific lightness of touch with 
which I am associated. It’s an inti- 
mate story on a grand scale dealing 
with a woman torn between her hus- 
band and her passion for another 
man.” (Herbert Marshall plays the 
husband. Charles Boyer is wanted 
for the lover.) The picture gives La 
Dietrich—described by Lubitsch as 
“nassively powerful”—her first com- 
edy role. Following “Angel,” Lubitsch 
megaphones “Bluebeard’s Eighth 
Wife,” with Claudette Colbert and 
Fred MacMurray starred. 

“This will take me to August. Then 
I’m leaving on vacation for a place 
where there is no war going on.” Re- 
cently returned from Russia, which 
he disliked because living was too un- 
comfortable ... Became an American 
citizen a year ago... His foreign 
chauffeur also underwent naturaliza- 
tion examination.

Eleanor was trying to think of some 
new or different way in which to 
serve onions. Frank liked them well 
enough to think he wanted them at 
least three times a week and it takes 
some ingenuity to serve onions even 
half that often and vary the prepara- 
tion. 

She wondered whether he might 
not like to have them stuffed. She 
finally wrote down 10 different fill- 
ings that could be put into the par- 
boiled onions. 

For stuffing she selected the large 
white onion, either the Spanish or Ber- 
muda type. She preferred the ones 
which were flat and round rather 
than the more globular variety. 

First she removed the crisp, crack- 
ling outer skin. ‘Then she put the 
onions into more than enough water 
to cover them and cooked them for 
20 to 30 minutes after boiling started. 
Then she poured off the water and 
let them cool. 

When she could handle them com- 
fortably, she sliced off a piece at the 


top, and with a spoon she hollowed 
the onion, leaving a fairly thick wall. 
Then she was ready for the stuffing. 
After this was in she set the onions 
in a baking dish, put a little water 
in the bottom of the dish and let the 
onions bake in a 300-degree oven for 
almost an hour. 

For ‘stuffing she suggests these fill- 
ings. First, a dressing of crumbled 
bread, butter and seasoning. Second, 
the same mixture with the cooked cen- 
ters of onions added. Third, a dress- 
ing of crisp pieces of bacon and the

French pastry, German beer, Ital- 
lian spaghetti and Dutch cheese—all 
these exert an influence on the weight 
tendencies of various nations. 

Weight begins at the dining table. 
A national dietary with a high per- 
centage of fat and starches tend to 
develop a: characteristic, heavily pad- 
ded figure. The Dutch, particularly 
those of the eastern colonies, are al- 
most without exception overweight. 
Look at their diet! They eat_ tre- 
mendous quantities of food of ‘the fat- 
forming kind, with cheese, rice, bread, 
heavy desserts and beer as the main- 
stays of their diet. : 

In Germany, where. weight also 
runs in the national family, it is a 
custom to sit in the beer gardens and 
consume large quantities of the malt 
beverage. 

Like nations, families seem to share 
in fat-forming habits, and when all

the Smiths are overweight, it is most 
likely that all the Smiths overeat. 
When we see overweight parents 
and children, we are apt to think 
that weight is hereditary.

ALBANY, Ga., March 4-—@)— 
) r Roy Harris, of the state house 

representatives, said tonight feder- 
al courts had e “czaristic,” and 
that their procedure involved “en 
delay” and “exorbitant” costs. 

In a Bsn address at a Demo- 
cratic victory dinner here tonight, 
Harris praised President Roosevelt's 
plan to “modernize the structure of 
the courts.” 

“The power of the average federal 
judge is so unlimited and the courts 
have become so czaristic until I have 
never felt at ease or at home in a 
federal court, and this is an unhealthy 
condition,” Harris said. 

Costs Exorbitant. 

Declaring ‘‘the cost of the procedure 
in nearly every case is so large and 
exorbitant until it is impossible for 
the average citizen to have hig cause 
properly considered,” MHarris\ said. 
“Every time I have ever been removed 
from a state court to a federal court 
when I have represented a private in- 
dividual, I have thrown up my hands 
and realized that I did not have a 
decent chance.” 

On the’ other hand, the speaker 
continued, “when I have represented 
some corporation with plenty of funds 
to pay attorney's fees and the cost of 
the court, I make every effort to get 
in the federal courts where I have a 
decided advantage.” 

Beside this, Harris went on to say 
. « . our federal courts have come 
to be controlled and directed by men 
whose physical capacities and physical 
infirmities are such.that they are un- 
able to give the courts the proper 
work and attention.” 

The Present Court. 

He said “this is true in all the 
scheme of the courts, and certainly it 
should not be permitted that a small 
number of nine men, most of whom 
are of an advanced age, and necessari- 
ly incapable se ly to stand the 
hard strain of such a job, should be 
able to control the destinies of the 
people of this country.” 

Harris declaréd he regretted “that 
there are those amens us who~have 
accused him (Roosevelt) of repudiat- 
ing the loyal Democrats of the na- 
tion.” He said he denied “there is 
any purpose on his (Roosevelt's) part 
to stack the highest court in the 
land.” 

He asserted “the motives and pur- 
poses of Franklin D. Roosevelt are 
as pure and as high ag they have ever 
been, and the changes which he pro- 
poses are in keeping with an enlight- 
ened age and the progress that we 
have made everywhere except in the 
courts.”

STRANGE BIRDS. 
V—The Albatross. 

Among the birds which sailors and 
ocean travelers see is one which has a 
good claim to fame It is known as the 
wandering albatross, and has the great- 
est wing-spread of any modern bird. 

The body of the wandering albatross 
is not very large, being about the 
same size as the body of a goose or 
turkey, but the wings measure from 
10 to 14 feet, from the tip of one to 
the tip of the other. This means they 
would spread from one side to the 
other of a fair-sized bedroom.

The albatross often follows a sailing 
vessel, and seems to have no trouble 
keeping up with it. The bird can cover 
200 or more miles in a day. Cases are 
on record of albatross which have fol- 
lowed a ship for two or three days 
without being seen to rest on the wa- 
ter a single time. 

The flying motion is due partly to 
the flapping of the wings, but the bird 
can cover a great distance by soaring. 
With its huge wings outspread. it 
glides along for hours at a stretch. It 
rises in the air or goes downwa 
gusts and eddies 


knew the art of glid-; 


ing long before it was learned by men. 
In fact the men who first dared to 
glide were helped by watching the 
soaring of seagulls. albatross and other 
skillful birds. 


Small fish make up the chief food 
of albatross. The birds have sharp 
eyes, strong beaks and good appetites. 
They make short work of certain kinds 
of fish which swim near the surface. 

Sometimes the albatross eats | 9 
much it becomes “gorged” with fish. 


Then it rests on the water, not able. 


to rise for a time. 

Now and then sailors have captured 
an albatross alive and have taken it 
aboard. In one case a bird was placed 
in a cabin and was allowed to wander 
about as it wished. The sea was 
rough, and the albatross soon showed 


signs of being seasick. Despite its long ' 


sea life, it was not “a good sailor.” 
Albatross make their homes on 
islands, and nest both north and south 
of the equator. Hundreds, or even 
thousands. may gather on an island 
and set up one or more rookeries. 
high-rimmed nesfs are built on the 


ground, and are composed of mud and 


grass. In the hollow at the top of each 
one a single large egg is laid, 

The flesh of the albatross is valued 
for food, and sailors sometimes stop 
at islands to hunt them. Hollow bones 


‘in the wings have been cut to the 


proper length and employed for pipe 
stems,
